"the trisls of tho Tin On” were reeent- 
lp attended by His Excellency, four runs 
being msde over the measured mile in 
Kowloon Bay, giving = speed of Pas 8 knots, 
or nearly 12} statute miles per hour. 

“Tin On” is 83 feet overall with 
two decks ; on the lower deck is a tous 
saloon forward, abaft of which ars two 
state rooms extending the full width of the 
vessel, and also crew's quarters with native 
and -Bnropean galleys, pantry. with tiled 


door, etc. On the upper deck is ‘the Ad- 


miral’s atato-room and accommodation for 
the Captain and Officers, also bathroom 
and lavatory and servants quarters, with 
an extension dining table forward to ceat 
fourteen persons, A complote outfit of 
spring mattresses, bedding, cushions,  cut- 
lery, glass and electro-plats are in the 
best. European. style, supplied by the 
builders. 

All the rooms, together with the saloons, 
are neatly painted in white and gold, and 
fitted with curtains, racks and lockera, etc,
